is suggested for legislation goes 
beyond their scope of vision, and 
thereby, the criticism. 
Eddie Cantor in his radio hour 
Sunday 
night 
suggested 
tha t 
there should be legislation to 
prevent these critics and politi­ 
cians from “keeping their ear to 
the ground” and make them 
“put 
their 
shoulder 
to 
the 
wheel.” 
Eddie also coined a new nam e 
for the present situation. 
He 
asked everyone to change the 
subject from the “depression pe­ 
riod” to the now ever increasing 
Dawes’ “reconstruction period.” 
Many of our critics do not un­ 
derstand the scope of the Hoov­ 
er program as to how it will re­ 
lieve the individual, small busi­ 
ness, small industry and the 
farmer. 
The 
critic 
seems 
to 
have in his mind only the can ­ 
cellation of debts for Germany, 
and relief to the large banks of 
their so-called “frozen” assets. 
Willis J. Abbott, writing in the 
Christian Science Monitor, ex­ 
plains this criticism of the for­

debtors and 
the banks, 
when he says: 
“It sounds reasonable enough. 
Neither bankers, as a class, nor 
foreign debtors are vety popular 
with tha t section of the Ameri­ 
can people which used to have 
money to invest. But, unfortu­ 
nately, the recovery of the com­ 
munity, the restored prosperity 


by the banks and by foreign 
debtors. The basic purpose of

It is, therefore, not a benevo­ 
lent internationalism , as some 
members of Congress seem to 
think, but a desire to protect the 
American citizen which is bacs 
of the efforts to save Germany. 
And in the same way it is no 
devotion to consolidated capital, 
but rather a determ ination to 
avert widespread 
penury 
and 
destitution which is back of the 
Hoover legislative program. Men 
and their families starve be­ 
cause there is no work. There is 
no work because capital is not 
available for productive en ter­ 
prises. 
The money is in the 
banks, but the banks cannot 
loan it because their securities 
are down, and many of their 
loans are of a kind that cannot 
possibly be collected — “frozen” 
is the technical term . 
The legislation urged by the 
President 
would 
release 
this 
money — NOT for the profit of 
the banks, but tha t it may again 
flow into the channels of trade 
and industry, reopening oppor­ 
tunities for employment, and re­ 
viving with its stim ulating flood 
the industrial organization. Not 
the banker, but the host of men 
who never even m aintained bank 
accounts would be the real bene­ 
ficiaries of this legislation. Too 
much pains cannot possibly be 
taken to make this fact clear to 
the critics of the Hoover pro­ 
gram .”
